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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The 131 Declaration filed 03/20/07 is insufficient 
to overcome the standing prior art rejections based upon US 2002/0090488 issued to Kurth et al. Specifically, applicant argues that the 
Kurth Declaration is a declaration that was executed in application 09/974,301 and which provides the documented evidence of 
inventorship per the presently filed 131 Declaration (Response, page 2, section A). First, it is noted that application 09/974,301 nor 
09/974,302 (2002/0090488) have said declaration filed by Kurth. Secondly, regardless of applicant's assertions and declarations filed 
thereto, the reference US 2002/0090488 qualifies as prior art under 102(e) as of its effective filing date, regardless of whether the 
inventorship is correct or not. See 35 USC 1.02(e). Note US 2002/0090488 has now issued as US Patent 7,063,877 without a change or 
correction to the inventorship. For at least these reasons, the rejections are maintained.
